While a New York source quotes a report from Moscow (and 
cabled overnight by Reuter) that Russia has severed diplomatic re- 
lations with China, war has yet to be declared. 


Chinese particularly insist that the breach will not widen. 


. On 


the other hand, the Soviet has replied promptly to the last Chinese 
Note—too promptly to indicate that it will wait longer—to the effect 
that “all means of reaching an amicable settlement have. been 


exhausted.” 


Accordingly, Russia i is to call her Subjects from China 
and give marching orders to Chinesé ‘diplomatic officers in 
Russia. ‘Which action would be tantamount to a declaration of 


war,

In spite of the continually mentioned’calm demeanour of all 
Chinese who count, both sides appear to be making preparations for 
hostilities and, furthermore, the Japanese (who are always best- 
informed) appear to have made up their mindé that trans-Siberia 
railway traffic will cease for the time being. Communications will 
be suspended unless there is a new development; which can only 
mean either China or Russia climbing down. So far; there has been 
no talk of active foreign.intervention or mediation,

How Group Assurance Works 
Group life assurance serves equal- 
ly weil the employer of 25, 25,000, 
or more workers, i 
Broadly speaking, it is life assur- 
ance ona wholesale scale. An an- 
nual policy is effected by. the em- 
ployer for all his workpeople, pro- 
viding. for the payment of a capital 
sum on death. or on permanent total 
disablement. No medical examina- 
tion is required, because the ages of 
the workers are averaged. for the 
fixing of the rate, and the cost is 
evenly spread over the entire group. 
In Britain. the latter. method. is 
more often found, the‘employee pre- 
ferring the absenee of any taint of 
charity,.and assuming that the em- 
ployer makes the same contribution, 
darger benefits are obtainable for the

The Cest.and the Benefits

-Its Effect on Business Relationships 

‘The group system of insurance, as 
will be seen,-is capable of endless 
adaptations, and can be varied to meet 
the needs of any firm, Its importance 
as a policy of. business management 
to-day can be measured by its effect 
upon the ‘relations of employer and 
employee. Its advantages can hard- 
Iy be mathematically figured in 
“pounds, shillings and pence, since ‘its 
value is in prorortion to the interest 
it arouses amongst the employees, and 
to the continuity of influence it 
exerts. 

Tt begets goodwill, and ties the 
worker’s home interests to his work 
interests. Group assurance is grow- 


. ing because the enlightened business 


man is rgalising that the brain and 
hand constitute only two-thirds of the 
employee. Unless his heart is in his 
work the man cannot be said to be 
effectively present, and until this is 
rectified, neither he nor his employer 
will enjoy a full measure of success. 
Tf group assurance continues . to 
develop and expand, its significance 
and influence in the social life. of the 
nations in the future challenge the 
imagination.

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BANKERS’ PROBLEM | 


ASSISTANCE FOR REVIVIN' 
BUSINESS :

The first of a series of quarterly 
statistical surveys of the business 
conditions of Britain, based upon a 
number of charts, is contained in 
the Monthly Review of the Midland 
Bank. ‘ 

“One of the.most striking features 
of the economic position in Britain 
in the past two years,” it is stat- 
ed, “has been the conjunction of. 
marked financial activity with gen- | 
eral trade depression: The reasons 
for this disparity are somewhat ob- 
scure, but the facts are clearly shown 
in the charts, ss . supplemented by 
common knowledge.” - 

“The figures of forcign trade,” the 
survey continues, “show an  unmis- 
takable tendency towards improve- 
ment. The volume of British ex- 
ports, which declined heavily in the 
second quarter of last year, has in- 
creased materially. quarter by quar- 
ter since then, while British exports 
of manufactured goods in particular, 
after a heavier fall; -have shown a 
stil] more marked recovery. Mean- 
while tet ‘imports, which reached a 
low level in -the second half of last 
year, jumped toa much higher figure 
in the ‘first quarter of this year. 
The low level of imports in the lat- 
ter half of 1928, coupled with the 
rising volume. of exports, - suggests 
that’ British goods have been 
cheapening distinctly in relation to 
competitive. articles - from other 
sources of supply.” 

. Growing Credit Needs 

Discussing the rise “to an unpre~ 
cedented -post-War level” in the ratio 
of bank advances to deposits, the Re- 


view states:— ‘ 

. “Failing. a speeding up in the 
turnover of hank deposits and in- 
creased liquidity of the adyances’ al- 
ready outstanding, it seems unlikely 
that the possible growing credit re- 
quirements . of' further reviving busi- 
ness can be met unless an expansion 
takes place in-bank cash. This is 9 
matter entirely of central bank policy, 
and it may well be that in view if 
ebnditions in the world’s. money 
markets, particularly ‘the relations be- 
tween. London and New York,’ the 
problem may be extremely difficult of 
solution,

as it is, calls perhaps more peremp- 
torily than ever before for-the exer-

His Health Abnormalities Examined

i (Continued fe om yesterday.) 


The following is a continuation 
of the interesting lecture on 
“The Debilitated Child” which was 
recently delivered by C. Wilfred 
Vining, M.D., F.R.C.P., Professor of 
Children’s Diseases, Leeds Univer- 
sity, and Physician to the Children’s 
Department, General Infirmary, 
Leeds, ‘and was published in the 
British Medical Journal:— oer 
. The throat and the alimentary 
tract suggest themselves as the two 
important points from which 
toxaemias may arise. The time has 
not yet come to. define accurately 
the relationship of unhealthy con- 
ditions of the riasopharynx to the 
debilitated state; it will require a 
wide statistical survey over a con- 
siderable- number of years. before 
The 
problem is, however, of such im- 
portance that I am bound to eon- 
sider it. 

Abnormalities of the  naso- 
pharynx are not confined to chil- 
dren of the hospital class, but I 
know of no figures which give the 
relative incidence between one 
class and another. Such statistics 
would possibly help in deciding the 
factors at work causing enlarge- 
ment of tonsils and adenoids. 
There are many who would 
estimate.the importance of the ab- 
normalities of the nasopharynx in 
this way. Enlargement of tonsils 
and adenoids is common to all 
classes. The cause of the enlarge- 
ment is repeated infections, to 
which all are prone. Among those 
children who are also debilitated 
-|or whose envirenment is defective 
such reaction to infection is likely 
to result in a greater degree of un- 
heulthiness of the nasopharynx, 
and it is likely that absorption of 
organisms and their toxins 
will take place more readily. 
Hence the more frequent de- 
velopment of symptoms due to 
septic absorption amongst these 
children. 
the reason why Eton-boys are free 
from rheumatic infection is be- 
cause 70 per cent. of them have 
had their tonsils and adenoids re- 
moved before joining the school. 

Results of Operations 

During 1922 Kaiser reported from 


America the result of the operation | 


upon the weights of a series of. 
1,200 children between the ages of 
3 and 15 years. He writes: 

“They were all urgent cases and 
presented themselves for operation 
because of throat symptoms, and 
not because of malnutrition. As 
compared with similar children 7 
per cent. were overweight,:59 per 
cent. were of average weight, and 
84 per cent.“ were underweight.

the percentages of these three 
weight groups were’ changed so 
that 50 per cent. of the under- 
weight group had attained normal 
}| weight. te 

Obviously” diseased tonsils and

) experience ‘purely local disease, 


‘when obviously present, does not 


produce either debility or the kind 
of symptoms we have been discuss- 
ing. 


( -A proportion’ of cases of de- 
bility with symptoms referable to 
digestive processes could be 
classified at once-as examples of 
so-called _chronie dyspepsia, and 
severe cases fall into line with, the 
“mucous disease” described by the 
late Dr. Eustace- Smith. But 
among all these debilitated : chil- 
dren constipation or loose stools— 


again it should be mentioned that! much more frequently the former 


acute rheumatic chorea, which all 
‘agree is a streptococcal en- 
cephalitis, may undoubtedly follow 
a shock of any type. 

A Comparison 

J. H, P. Paton has recently com- 
pared children who have had the 
operation. performed with chil- 
dren who . have -- not. Both 
groups of children belong to the 
professional ‘and well-to-do class 
and are pupils attending a large 
boarding school. He writes: 

“It is evident that those subject- 
ed to the operation were not only 
no better than the rest, but. were 
actually worse in. practically every 
particular with the exception of en- 
larged cervical glands.” 

My own personal impressions 
have been that when the local con- 
dition of the throat is obviously un- 
healthy and the nasopharynx is ob- 
structed, the. operation, besides 
remedying the local condition, does 
undoubtedly produce good and 
often striking results in the child’s 
general’ health. | These results, 
however, are often only temporary, 
and the symptoms not infrequently 
return after a féw months, “I -have 
also seen children whose debilitat- 
ed state seems to date from the re- 
moval of their tonsils and adenoids, 
and a reeent review of cases has 
increased my belief that the routine 
removal of the’ tonsils - and 
adénoids of debilitated children is 
a mistake and should only be 


.andertaken after a thorough. review 
| of the child’s condition. 


I have 
figures which refer to 100 children 
who have had their tonsils and 
adenoids removed and 200 children 
who have not; both groups belong 
to the poorer classes of the com- 
munity, and all of them come under 
the broad classification of debili- 
tated children. These children 
have been watehed fer periods 
ranging from six ménths to three 
years, afid the: figures relating to 
the tonsillectomized group only 
deal with the post-operation period. 
I find that for each six months 
period the “no operation” group 
shows an average- greater gain of 
weight than the. “oparation” group. 
Gains in - Weight 

Of the 100:tonsillectomized: chil- 
dren 23 had had the operation per- 
formed previous to their, first. at- 
tendance at my. efinie, and i in only 
29 other cases. was -it possible to 
compare the weight gains before 
and after the operaticn. In the six 
months after_operation 12. showed 
a greater gain, 14 showed.a lesser 
gain, and 3 showed an equal gain 
in weight. Comparing periods of 
twelve months before and after the 
operation, 3 showed a greater gain 
in the year following operation, 7 
showed a. lesser gain, and 1 showed 
an equal gain. 

.A legitimate criticism of my 
figures. would be that the children 
eho ceased to attend after opera- 
tion would quite jikely be those 
who had so improved in health that 
further attendance was deemed un- 
necessary by the parent. 
only say that in a small minority, 
who were looked ‘up and prevailed 
upon to return for examination the 
gain in weight did not encourage 
me to believe that.failure to attend 
was due to return of health. In my 
opinion the benefits derived from 
this operation have ‘some’ relatiot 
to . thé chances of convalescence 
afterwards, to the type of home to 
which the child’ returns, to the 
State of the child's nutrition at the 
time, and lastly, to the efficiency of 
the -mother. . This. also“ may. ba 
anything short of. complete 
enucleation ‘is useless, and should 
be. ‘discouraged: The operation 
should ‘not be undertaken’ in“¢ases 
where the local ‘condition does not 
warrant it merely. on’ the off-chance 
that the. child’: health defect may. 
be improved.

Few fidgety children 
escape being treated for worms, 
the reason being that parents have 
learnt to appreciate how frequent- 
ly threadworms appear in the 
stools of ‘stich children. The 
parasites may oceur temporarily. 
in the excreta of healthy children, 
yet their continued presence is an. 
indication of an underlying state

possible for the worm to establish 
itself. Exactly similar clinical 
states are seen in children whose 
stools are free from worms, but 
which contain large quantities, of 
mucous material, - 

The Defence: Mechanism 

We are dealing, I believe, with a 
constitutional and nutritional dis- 
turbance in which all the systems 
of the body are involved, but in 
which the alimentary tract and 
digestive function are more par- 
ticularly’ implicated. There is an 
impairment of the defence mechan- 
ism, and a defect both in the 
secretion of the different digestive 
juices and in the absorbing powers 
of the bowel wall. If this view is 
accepted then, notwithstanding 
the assertion of the bacteriologist 
and the pathologist that microbic 
and toyie absorption from the in- 
testinal tract is unlikely, it ig not 
unreasonable to believe that many 
of these toxaemias arise within the 
digestive system. - 

It‘is this conception of the de- 
bilitated state which leads me to 
suggest that we are dealing with a 
health defect. which belongs to the 
group. of. - deficiency diseases. 
Authority is- always. emphasizing. 
the importance ofa bette ‘diet for 
children, yet when'the problems of 
of subnutrition are investigat- 
ed- and discussed the  im-

Environmental Factors - 


This may be illustrated by the} 


results of a recent- investigation 
undertaken on behalf of the Medi- 
cal Research Council to -ascertain 
the relationship of ‘defective 
growth and health of children to 
poverty, diet,.and other environ- 
mental factors. The main conelu- 
sion arrived at is that the chief 


factor determining growth and‘ 


health is maternal efficiency, 
which, we.might assume, would be 
correlated with good and bad feed- 


‘ing; yet the opinion expressed in | 


the report was‘that the family diet 
does not. explain discrepancies in 
nutrition _and health between 
different groups of children, Fur- 
thermore, the statement is made in 
the report that a diet containing 
“10 to 12 per cent. of protein is 
well balanced with regard ‘to this 
.| essential constityent—a statement 
which seems to me serioysly to im- 
pair the value of the conclusions 
finally arrived at. : 

A 10 to 12 per cent. protein 
ration is the recognized adult al- 
lowance, though even for an adult 
this may be insufficient if the 
source of the protein is largely 
vegetable. It is also likely that 
the adult members of the family 
would : consume relatively a. 


| greater amount of’ the available 


protein, especially of the animal 
type, leaving to-the smaller mem- 
bers of ‘the family an amount of 
protein far below their minimum 
requirements, together with that 
part of: the household’s food whick 
has always been looked upon as 
safer ‘and more: suitable for small 
children—namely, the _ carbo- 
hydrate. Protein is indispensable. 
and non-interchangeable, The: 
problems of the adult and the child 
are entirely different, and all 
authorities: agree that the younger 
the child the greater the amount 
and proportion of protein needed 
for maintenance, repair, and 
growth. Holt and Fales say that] 
the average’ adult requires’ ap- 
proximately 0.45: gram of protein 
per lb. of weight, and suggest that 
it is reasonable to suppose that 
the child requires 0.45 to 0.68 gram 
per Ib. of weight for maintenance 
‘alone, and” insist that more is 
necessary for growth, -and that ‘for 
the child animal protein should be 
given in preference to vegetable. 


| They quote-Gillett, who collected 


inférmationffong the litezature up 


to 1917 with reference to.‘the in- 


take of héalthy children between 2. 
and 15 years,;as the protein intake 
to be 1.5 to.1 gram per lb.- They 
also quote Gephart and Camerer, 
who give the amounts as-1.8 to 1 
gram “per Ib, ‘for ‘children and 
adolescents. . 
Diet of Animal Origin 

The observations: of Holt and 
Fales ‘upon a series of healthy 
children over 1 year indicate that 
approximately 15 per cent. of the 
total calories taken . are protein 
calories, and that two-thirds of the 
protein is.of animal origin... They. 
also’. noted: that the younger and 
more active child took the larger 
proportion. Crozer Griffith states 
that. 20 to. 25 per cent, -of diet 
should be protein and 50 per cent. 
of it should. be of animal origin. 

Corry “Mana -has recently com- 
Parpd the effects of adding certain 
foods to the basic diet of groups 
of boys living under identical con- 
ditions; his results. show that the 
daily addition of a pint-of milk

I am satisfied fhat the majority of 
these children do not receive any- 
thing like the amount of- protein 
necessary for maintenance, repair, 
and growth. That protein is. not 
the only deficiency is likely. ‘There 
is a considerable amount of avail- 
able evidence suggesting that lack | 
of vitamin A is a factor in lowér- 
ing resistance to infections (Green 
and Mellanby’s work in this con- 
nection is important), and I would 
mention the work ef McCarrison 
in connection with lack of vitamin 
B. aie he 

Treatment : 

Prophylaxis should be our first 
consideration, and the future lies 
in that directioa. The problem of 
the child's: diet - 
medicine, but not until the medi- 
cal profession clearly: defines what 
that diet shall be and how it stands 
in relation to thé: child's health | 
shall we get authority to realize, 
that diet stands higher than éduca- 
tion and psychology in the full de- 
velopment of the child’s mental 
and physical health. It is useless: 
to expect improvement in’ health 
by means of throat operations, 
artificial sunlight, eommercia) con- 
centrated vitamins, and psyeholo- 
gical clinies, while at the same 
time the. child’s tissue cell is 


seriously handicapped. by per=|- 


sistent underfeeding: of essential 
food constituents, 


Immediate symptoms may he re- 


lieved by sugar, alkalis, -laxatives,

so forth; convalescent . treatment

UNLUCKY & RAFFLES 

“Tn the course of an article 'in 
the “Referee,” Mr. L.\S. Mason |. 
says:—The Zoolegical Society. has 
done a happy thing, in its eenten- 
ary year, in electing as honorary 
life fellows the Misses Raffles, the 
two. great-grand-daughters | of” its 
founder. Sir Thomas Stamford 
RaMes was.a rare mixture of ad- 
ministrator and scholar, enterpris- | 
ing, learned, brave, but unlueky, 
who in a comparatively short life 
gave to the British Empire Singa- 
pore and to the British publie the 
London Zoo. 

As a‘young man Raffles worked 
from 4 am. till 11 pm. That was 
how -he got -his knowledge of 
natural ‘histery, for his normal 
working hours were given to the 
service of the East India Company. 
Sent East; and, gaining promotion 
quickly, he became Governor of 
Java, and afterwards of Bencool- 
len. 


and engaged in his favourite 
pastime of studying a ‘map, he be- 
came obsessed by the strategical 
importance of the little island on 
which Singapore now stands, hut 
which‘then was practically unin- 
habited. He had visited the island 
while engaged in natura] history 
exploration, and now that .the 
Dutch were busily laying their 
all’ they could in. the 
Eastern seas he saw that action 
must be taken at once. 
‘At Singapore 

The Company, prompted by him, 
bought the ‘island from the Sultan 
of Johore,and on Februafy 29, 
1819, Raffles raised the British flag 
there and became first Governor. 
There is a bust of him, a replica of 
the one in the lion house at the 
Zoo; in the Raffles Institution, 
Singapore. 

Raffles left Singapore on June 14,. 
1823, and spent six months i in mak- 
ing a map of Sumatra. * February 
2, 1824, when he sailed for Home,

During the. many years he spent 
in the East, Raffles had assembled 
an array of ‘animals, ‘birds, fishes, 
and plants more splendid than any 
hitherto gathered together.

‘A lot éf these he sent Home in 
advance when he left Singapore, 
but the best of them he kept’ to 
take under his personal charge. in 
a ship which was coming from 
England fitted especially. to-accom- 
modate them: 

For weeks he loaded the “Fame” 
with living and’ dead specimens. 
Perhaps he exaggerated, but he 
lsaid that there. was. searcely an 


unknown Eastern animal, bird; fish, 
or plant, which --he had - not got 
aboard. 

Precious Cargo Lost 

He put on the ship also 2,000 
drawings, notes he had prepared 
for years an zoology and on the 
history of all the islands of the 
Eastern Archipelago, ‘his - map. of 
the foundation of Singapore and of 
his administration there, native 
books, dictionaries, ete, in short, 
material for half a dozen volumes 
he intended to write during his re- 
tirement. 

But before the ship had been a 
day at sea a cry of “Fire” was 
heard, and as it contained gunpow- 
der Raffles and his family, in their 
night attire and without food, 
water, or clothing, serambled into 
a boat, and bythe lurid glare of 
the burning ship rowed for shore.

Right through their school lives. 
‘“—ané/ often after—children are 
ardent devotees _ te _ the hobby 
habit. 

’ They have it, ike ‘Theasles, in 
season and out of season. They 
have ‘huge collections of stamps 
and cigare’ cards, make horrible 
-chemica] smells _ in’ the -scullery, 
photograph every available object 
within a radius often miles, or 
persist in blowing themselves up 
in their bedrooms. 

. And, considering the amount of 
real enjoyment that. a child can 
tal from a hobby, it seems rather 

a pity that thoughtless parents so 
often “put a stopper on it.” Of 
course, it is rather aggravating to 
have one’s dusters covered with 
chemical stains,‘ or a smell of 
white mice in the boot~ cupboard; 
but, all the same, if a ehild is 
to develop naturally he must be 
allowed to haye his hobbies, 

“More Horrible” 

And, for the delight of. parents, 
the more intelligent and energetie 
the child, the more ‘hobbies he will 
have and the more horrible > they will 
be, very probably! 

You can't bottle up ‘a child, 
“You can’t make’ him. quiet ‘and 
orderly when he is bursting with 
high spirits and the sheer joy of 
being alive. You caw’t stip his 
brain working overtime — hig 
“whys” and “hows” and “ifs.” 
You ean stop him keeping white 
mice or making chemical, smells, 
certainly, but isn’t that rather 
rough luck on him? 


You see, a child can be seudied 4: 


through his hobbies. He can be 
encouraged and- helped so that 


‘the hobby becomes, uneonscious- 


ly, a valuable lesson that; will re- 
main with him all his life. Na: 
turally, he - chooses. the hobbies 
that most appeal to him, and 
through them his future life and 
work can be glimpsed. , 
Instinct Serving 

The instinct to. care for some 
live object, for instance, is very 
strong in most children. They 
like to keep a dog, or 4- candry, 
or something queer like blind 
worms or piebald rata, ‘And, too, | 
many a boy has made ‘quite a 
sum of pocket-money by keeping 
rabbits or hens, or by managing 
a small garden. profitably.

Tange matters somehow. A 
mother who has brought up five 
sons successfully, - stated once 
that she never forbade animals, 
but that she always had a serious.

She said: “I don’t mind rabbits, 
but they must be cleaned out re- 
gularly on certain days. They 
must he - fed regularly - at 
certain hours. You . are ~ ab- 
aolutely.* responsible. for them. 
If you forget’ them, - they will 
probably die. If you’ néglect 
them on any occasion: ‘whatever 
they. will be . sold,’ if. alive, and 
you will not be-allowed to keep 
any other animals at all.” 

_ - A. Responsibility: 

And ‘she is convinced - that to: 
shoulder a responsibility like that 
is good forthe child. Too many 
parents find, after a few weeks, 
that they are ‘expected to’: look 
after- the now-neglected animals. 
To do so is very--unwise.

BANKRUPT’ § STORY 
The public examination of John 
Eleazor Johannes was resumed in 
the Bankruptey -Court-Singapore, 
on July 5 before Mr, Justice Deane. 
In answer to the Assistant Offi- 


_ eial Assignee (Mr. -T. B. Cocker), - 


examinee said that in_ partnership 
with others he had owned the local 
race-horses Gin Sling, Horace. L,, 
Speed Arrow, Master Warkon and 
Phillippa. The other partners 
were his brother (Mr. B, bk. Johan- 
ties) and Mr. F.C. d'Almeida, The 
yacing “partnership originated with 
a'Almeida's sole ownership of 
Warkon, for which he paid £100, 
towards the end of 1921. Examinee 
did not pay cash for his share in 
the . partnership. When . it was 
decided to give up | racing, 
examinee’s share of the losses was 
$3,000. . 


Mr. Cocker: You might be des- 
cribed as a “loss partner.” 

Examinee said his wife paid his 
share, of the losses. Gin Sling 
was drawn at the Singapore Turf 
Club by B. E. Johannes 
and he paid £100 for it. Gin 
Sling was the best horse of the 
lot. He brought in $15,000 in 
stakes.. Speed Arrow, 
was drawn the same time as Gin 
Sling, and £75 was paid for him. 
He brought in $6,000 or $7,000. 
Horace L. was bought in Java by 
Mr. F, C. d'Almeida for - about 
$2,500 or $3,000. He brought ‘in 
$5,000. -Phillippa was bought at 
the same time as Horace L, for 
About the same price. She died. 


Mr. Cocker: So you appear to 
have won about $26,000. Against 
that you have’ the cost of the 
horses, $14,500. What was the 
upkeep ?

Unwashed Clay——For use in these 
trials a quantity of the elay was 
ground to pass a-sieve containing 120 
meshes per lincar inch.

An attempt to mould thin-walled vessels 
fram the ground clay proved unsuccess- 
ful, the clay being only slightly plastic 
ani having practically no. binding 
power.

times its weight of water. On ae- 
count of the comparatively fine nature 
of the impurities contained in the raw. 
clay, it was found necessary, in order 
io ensure that the impurities were 
thoroughly freed from clay, to reduce 
the rate of flow of the clay and water 
entering the blunger below that which 
could be successfully employed. when 
washing a crude kaolin, After leaving 
the blunger the slip was allowed to 
setile and the separation of clay from 
the impurities was thereby effected.- It 
was found that this separation was 
somewhat difficult on account of the 
fine state of division of the non-clayey 
particles, 

The results obtained from this test 
showed that the crude material yield- 
ed 56.6 per cent. of clay, and 43.4 per 
cent. of residue. ¥ 
” The washed clay was a fairly-good 
texture and colour, though not dead 
white.. It worked well in all the tests 
to which it was submitted, The re- 
sidue consisted mainly of kaolinised 
felspar and a little quartz. 

Partial afialyses of-the-washed and 
unwashed clay show that there is little 
difference in chemical ‘composition be- 
tween the washed and unwashed. mater- 
ials, but there was.a considerable dif- 
ference in their physical characteris- 
tics, the washed material being very 
much more plastic.

GHASTLY MURDER IN 
_ WANCHAI 
NEW THEORY 


IDEA OF ROBBERY NOT NOW 
ENTERTAINED 


HUSBAND'S STARTLING FIND 

The Chinese wife of . Captain 
Seaton, a veteran of the merchant 
service, was the victim of ‘a brutal 
murder which occurred at their flat 
on the first floor of No. 11, Landale- 
street, Wanchai, last night. 

At first it looked as if the unfor- 
tunate woman had been the victim 
of armed robbers, but after the cir- 
cumstances of the affair had been 
gone into this theory has ‘been 
abandoned, as it was found. that 
nothing had been stolen from the 
flat, atthough money and other -valu- 
ables had been near at hand, and 
not likely to be overlooked by 
robbers. : 

Although . Police investigators 
have not yet discovered any clue to 
work on as 4o the identity of the 
murderers, the opinion prevails that 
the poor woman was murdered for 
some cause other than robbery.
